tend-d it had been "singled out" 
for attack because it championed

schools 
» and other causqs it said Eastland 


and some of his associates

posed. Eastland denied this, say- 
ing the investigation was not aim- 
ed at the Times or any other pap- 
er.

The service had said earlier it 


had been balked by inability to 
get a Hong Kong transit 
visa.
